The objective of this bibliography de- 
voted to every phase of American life is 
to contribute to “a wider diffusion of 
knowledge about this country throughout 
the world” by encompassing in a single 
publication a comprehensive list of works 
about the United States. It is designed to 
serve as an introduction to representative 
books and periodicals about the United 
States. 

The work was prepared for the most 
part by staff members of the General 
Reference and Bibliography Division, Li- 
brary of Congress, under the direction of 
Roy P. Basler. Many contributors and 
consultants, members of the staff of the 
Library of Congress and of other institu- 
tions, are listed in the acknowledgments. 

The scope of the materials in the vol- 
ume is indicated by the 32 chapter head- 
ings which include Literature; Language; 
Literary History and Criticism; Biography 
and Autobiography; Periodicals and Jour- 
nalism; Geography; The American Indian; 
General History; Diplomatic History and 
Foreign Relations; Military History and 
the Armed Forces; Intellectual History; 
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Local History; Travel and Travelers; 
Population, Immigration, and Minorities; 
Society (social history, thought, and 
problems); Communications; Science and 
Technology; Medicine and Public Health; 
Entertainment; Sports and Recreation; 
Education; Philosophy and Psychology; 
Religion; Folklore, Folk Music, Folk Art; 
Music; Art and Architecture; Land and 
Agriculture; Economic Life; Constitution 
and Government; Law and Justice; Pol- 
itics, Parties, Klections; and Books and 
Libraries. 

Each chapter is an annotated bibliog- 
raphy arranged under subdivisions of the 
main subject covered by the chapter. An 
introductory statement to each effectively 
describes its scope, limitations, and ar- 
rangement. 

The 6,487 main entries are numbered 
successively and are adaptations of the 
forms used in Library of Congress cata- 
logs. Author, title, imprint, pagination, 
Library of Congress card numbers, and 
Library of Congress call numbers are sup- 
plied for each. The few entries recording 
titles or editions not in the Library of 
Congress contain the appropriate National 
Union Catalog symbol referring to another 
library. Descriptive and evaluative anno- 
tations of each title follow, in most in- 
stances; in some cases, one headnote under 
an author’s name covers his total works 
and eliminates the need for annotations 
under his separate works. Succinct and 
discriminating critical notes which evalu- 
ate a writer’s contribution to American 
civilization are used to a great extent in 
the chapters on literature, biography and 
autobiography, travel and travelers, and 
philosophy and psychology. This is an es- 
pecially noteworthy feature of the work. 
Reference is frequently made in both 
headnotes and annotations to books not 
described in the main entries. The annota- 
tions in all the chapters give excellent

descriptions of the books they identify, and 
will perhaps prove to be the most useful 
feature of this bibliographical work. 

The materials chosen are designed to 
meet the needs of serious readers, stu- 
dents, and librarians building book collec- 
tions. Specialists may find the volume use- 
ful in areas outside their own subject 
specialization. No section on bibliographies 
as such is included, but bibliographies ap- 
pearing in books for which there are main 
entries are noted. 

All types of works have been well se- 
lected to represent the broad subjects 
covered in the various chapters. In the 
chapter devoted to land and agriculture, 
for example, the annotation of Hugh Ham- 
mond Bennett’s Soil Conservation, a com- 
prehensive monograph, also mentions a 
brief text by the same author, Elements 
of Soil Conservation, and a popular, jour- 
nalistic treatment by Wellington Brink, 
Big Hugh, The Father of Soil Conserva- 
tion. Other materials annotated in this 
chapter include government documents, 
publications of learned societies, standard 
college textbooks, and a handbook. 

Timeliness has been stressed in the en- 
tries. Except in the chapter on literature, 
contemporary and more readily available 
editions have been preferred over the first 
publication of the text unless the older 
edition is considered to be the best. The 
terminal date for titles included varies 
from 1955 to 1958. 

The chapter on literature, the most ex- 
tensive in the Guide, should prove a popu- 
lar one. Although the reader is referred 
to such works as Spiller’s Literary History 
of the United States (New York: Macmil- 
lan, 1948) for more detail and less selec- 
tivity, he will find that the leading Ameri- 
can writers are well represented. The final 
portion of the chapter entitled The Second 
World War and The Atomic Age (1940- 
1955), is especially valuable because it

singles out writers who have not yet been 
given extended attention in the literary 
histories. For example, most of the authors 
named in this group are not listed in the 
individual author section of Literary His- 
tory of the United States, Bibliography 
Supplement. (New York: Macmillan, 
1959.) 

The general coverage of a typical chap- 
ter is illustrated by the chapter on music. 
After general histories and reference 
work, material on music in localities, con- 
temporary surveys and special topics, such 
as books on the phonograph and the Amer- 
ican Federation of Musicians, there are 
subdivisions which give listings for reli- 
gious music, popular music, jazz, orches- 
tras and bands, operas, choirs, music edu- 
cation, and individual musicians. Coverage 
of all phases of American life is good. 

Valuable features of the book are out- 
lines of the contents of anthologies and 
collections such as American Plays, edited 
by Allan Gates Halline and lists of titles 
in a series and in sets. 


An Appendix is devoted to Selected 
Readings in American Studies. The 190 
titles in this section are characterized by 
an interdisciplinary approach and were 
selected by the Council and prominent 
members of the American Studies Asso- 
ciation. The majority of these works ap- 
pear in the main Guide; for these books, 
author, title, imprint information, and 
pagination is followed by the entry num- 
ber, to which the reader can refer for 
other details. Nine titles published since 
the work on the pertinent chapter had 
been completed are listed in this Appendix. 
For these items, Library of Congress card 
numbers and classification numbers are 
supplied. The titles in Selected Readings 
in American Studies are suitable for col- 
lege and university American studies pro- 
grams and could also be useful in U.S. 
Information Service Libraries. 

A detailed Index gives author, title, and 
subject entries and see and see also refer- 
ences. Except for a few minor omissions 
the index is specific, accurate, and com- 
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plete, providing a good key to the book. 

The book is attractively bound in me- 
dium-gray buckram with gold lettering on 
the spine against a background of blue set 
off by red stripes. Smyth sewing and ade- 
quate gutter margins are practical fea- 
tures. A two-column format using type of 
adequate size makes for an easily read 
page. 

A Guide to the Study of the United 
States of America is a useful selective and 
descriptive list of titles dealing with all 
aspects of American life. As a reference 
book and as a book selection tool it can 
serve all types of libraries. It is therefore 
recommended.
